O any one who remembers his 

Zola it need hardly be proved 

that revolt against industrial- 

ism and a gift for calling a spade 
no better than it deserves existed 
before 1914. In defence of Zola’s 
naturalism it has been said that he 
wrote under the disillusionment of 
the catastrophe of 1870. That is true 
in only small measure, but it may 
pass. The same argument can hard- 
ty be invoked for Anatole France, 
who, as the war with Prussia re- 
ceded into. the background, only 
grew from irony into a pessimism 
culminating in his history of the 
Penguins, which is easily the most 
devastating book of our times. .In

URING the last generation or 
two our conceptions of hered- 
ity have been revolutionized. 
The Mendelian iaws, with 
thelr wide-flung implications re- 
garding the offspring of contrast- 
ing parents, would alone have been 
sufficient to accomplish the met- 
amorphosis; the discovery of the 
germ-plasm and of the chromosomes 
has supplied a solid basis of theory 
and investigation where previously 
_all.was nebulous and uncertain. 
“Although much still is misty and 
undetermined, and although many a 
blank space gapes between hypoth- 
esis and proof, yet we have not 
only advanced -prodigiously in ab- 
_ stract imowiledge, but -have arrived 
Sat a point whereat doctrines of hered- 
ity may have a vital and profoundly 
teneficial effect upon the actual 
practice of social science. 
One of the chief causes for regret 
’ is that the new discoveries have been

rigidly practical, depends entirely 
upon those obscure and largely in- 
caleulable forces reposing in the 
germinal storehouses of bygone gen- 
erations. We are all of us a com- 
posite of the qualities of many an- 
‘cestors, and which of them has given 


us our particular characters and. 


Physiques is wholly a matter of 
chance; but, in the long run and 
from the point of view of the race 
rather than of the individual, chance 
plays a part that is less than negli- 
gible; and, when dealing with men

have originated in Sofomon'’s own 
time and others to have been as- 
eribed to him after they had first 
done service for some other king or 
hero. Some have been for the first 
time translated into English. from 
French or German translations of 
ovigifials for this book.

‘The Mills Building was erected in 
1881-2 by Darius-O. Mills, father of 
Mrs. Whitelaw Reid and grandfather 
of Ogden Reid. Colonel Post may be 
called the father of the skyscraper. 
He worked in a city which gaped at 
eight-story structures and startled 
it with his ten-story venture. He 
pioneered his way through the ‘70s 
and ‘80s, circumventing engineering 
obstacles, and for years each new 
building he erected represénted an 
advance. 


He Saw a Vision 


Colonel Post had made a name for 
himself. as an inventor ten. years 
before he attempted the Mills job. 
As early as 1871 he had the vision of

Puvis de Chavannes 


Here are the cartoons by Puvis de 
Chavannes for the drum of the Pan- 
théon dome. We know him in Amer- 
ica by the decorations in Boston, and 
these are sufficient to establish the 
science. of his arrangement, the ap- 
propriateness of his system. and the 
decorative tact of his color. It is 
chiefly, however, from his drawings 
and cartoons that one learns the 
energy and adequaty of his drafts- 
manship; how solid his simplified 
forms and how capable of’ organic 
growth in their just relations. The 
eartoons are more interesting than 
the paintings because they reveal 
more clearly the working of the 
artist’s mind, and time is steadily 
affirming the place of Puvis among 
those artists who are not required 
to submit to question, who are justi- 
fie@ by what they have done, whose 
minds are inexhaustivle springs of 


inspiration for the thinking student. 
To thinkers the art of Puvis is par- 
ticularly hospitable, far more so than 
that of his great friend Rodin, who 
appears in one of these cartoons:as 
himself the Thinker he recently had 
symbolized in his most celebrated 
statue.

Recognize A True 
Portrait in the ~ 
*“‘Processional”’ 


By H. I. BROCK 
F how far, since we emphati- 
cally reaffirmed after the 
World War our political in- 
dependence of Europe, we 
have been engulfed on the cultural 


“side in European influences there-is 


now -a- fair landmark: Like~most 
landmarks, -~it is nothing very much 
in itself, but it serves, none the 
less, to measure the distance the 
tide has traveled. 

For years now the Theatre Guild, 
intent on building up’a living art of 
the stage in New York, has heen giv- 
ing us foreign plays—because these 
plays were more vital than our own, 
or, at least, had a vividness and 
vivacity that passed for vital. We 
had German plays, we had French 
plays; we had Czech plays, we had 
Hungarian plays, we had Ibsen and 
Shaw. . This season already we have 
had from the enterprising people at 
the Garrick two plays with the 
American label. Of oné of them it is 
not in this*place necessary to speak 
particularly.. The other serves as 
the landmark mentioned in the first 
paragraph. . 

It has been called a jazz vision of 
America, and it may be that. But 
the point about it is that it shows to 
ourselves not ourselves as we see 
ourselves, but a fantastic image of 
ourselves which is indistinguishable 
‘from that which Europe has been 
pleased to form.of us at telescopic 
range. In one word, the consider- 
ably discussed ‘‘Processional,” writ- 
ten by John Howard Lawson of 
New York and produced by the 
Theatre Guild in New York, with 
America as the advertised subject 
matter, is written and produced pre- 
cisely as it would have been if the 
author and producers had belonged 
to a foreign city and the play had 
been intended for an audience in 
that foreign city. 


Painted With a Foreign Brush 


The city might be Berlin with the 
language changed. As a matter of 
faet, it reminded the present writer 
of nothing so much as certain sup- 
posed American vaudeville sketches 
offered to audiences in the Germar 
capital within a few weeks and ap- 
parently enormously enjoyed by 
them. 

The inference is fair enough—New 
York is a city foreign to America. 
Either that or the view of the Thea- 
tre Guild producers has been warped 
by too much dealing with foreign 
drama, 80 that when they come to 
handle American stuff they find 
themselves on the outside looking in. 
From where they sit they are capa- 
ble of assuming in a New York audi- 
ence, in face of a play alleged to be 
American, much the same attitude 
as if the play were imported froni 
Hungary and dealt with persons and 
situations in considerable geograph- 
ical perspective. 

The attitude in question is.one of 
objective curiosity. The play is not 
the thing but the travelogue is. As 
for the people in the play, they do 
not have te be too seriously con- 
di d or defended; their truth to 
life does not have to be assayed, 
squared by life as we know. it. . In 
Hungary you may do as the Hun- 
garians do. And who knows what 
that is? 


What actually happéned did not 
agreed with the managerial assump- 
tion—if it was an assumption. Ali 
comparison as plays merely, aside, 
New York audiences have not taken 
Mr. Lawson's play as they did Mr. 
Vajda’s. The interest in the home 
product has chiefly centred in the 
points that could be overlooked in 





case of the foreign piece. What it] 


is first desired to know in the pres- 


ent case is what the play is. trying 


to tell us about our own country. 

Most people in the successive audi- 
ences ask what it means anyhow and 
whether it means to be serious or 
burlésque—and almost noné of them 
has a clear answer. This in spite of 
the obvious fact that the theatrical 
elements of it are quite simply the 
elements of vaudeville, with which 
Americans used to be reasonably ac- 
quainted. The situation, briefly, is 
that where the Berlin audience 
would be excited and amused at a 
novel presentation of a strange folk. 
the New York di is led 
and @ little indignant at the pres- 
entation of what is supposed to be 
familiar. 





Roughly sketched, what happens 
on the stage is, first, a vision of 
Main Street made galvanic by a jaz 
band which lures Sadie Cohen: from 
her father’s clothing shep. Then 
follows a night scene in front of a 
garish dance hall whence comes the 
laughter of a wild woman. Soldiers 
are inside and others on guard out- 
side. One of these is run through 
with his own bayonet by 2 
striker. It is a mining town. The 
next scene shows-. the murderer’s 
home and his mother trying to hide 
him from the Sheriff. ‘The mother 
turns out to be the wild. woman. 
Sadie Cohen appears in red. In the 
next scene soldiers are hunting down 
the fugitive,.who plays caveman to 
Sadie in a mine shaft and ig strung 
up to a tree. 


The next shift turns on the com- 
edy,_with a mock dance of the Ku 
Klux Klan upholding the morals of 
the community; and the last pulls 
out the sob stop with the murderer, 
not slain but blinded, about to make 
an honest woman of the outraged 
Sadie ecstatically exalted by the idea 
of the child she is to raise. That 
part is pure melodrama. - Through 
the whole phantasmagory walks @ 
Newspaper reporter’ as a sort of 
chorus. He represents, the author 
says, ‘‘middie-class Comment.”" 

On the bills the piece is described 
as a “comedy,” and Miss Helburn, 
technical director of the Guild, will 
tell you that it was intended to 
make people laugh as well as to stir 
their blood and pierce them with 
poignant truths about our composite 
selves—truths that in our secretive 
American way we refuse to recog- 
nize in ourselves. For instance, our 
hypocritical pretense that we are the 
most- moral and virtuous nation on 
earth is supposed to be most effec- 
tively stabbed. Our secret sensual- 
ism is bared to the. lashing light. 
That sounds like satire. 

But the author says that it is all 
quite serious: He desired to put 
upon the stage as natively as might 





be the- naiveté—it’s a pity there's 





not.an English. word that covers the 
idea exactly—of the Americans and 
the intense activity to which that 
naiveté. drives them. The “hectic 
rhythm of that intense activity is 
expressed in Jazz—hence the jazz ac- 
companhiment and tempo. Essential- 
ly,;. in this view, Jazz is the musical 
echa of America’s outrageously. noisy 
machinery of daily life. It does not 
matter if, like many Americans, it is, 
as music, not strictly of American 
origin. 


Raw Stuff of the Play~ 


The raw, naive American stuff that 
he finds (whatever the racial. origin 
or length of domicilation of that 
stuff) is realistically transferred to 
the scene and set whirling in a sort 
of _ kaleidoscope, which produces a 
variety of combinations of the crazy- 
quilt pattern of which America is 
made up. That, however, is merely 
a@ theatrical device, It is necessary 
in order to get so much variety on 
the stage- in a limited time and to 
obtain the imdispensable effect of 
rapid and feverish and purposeless 
motioa—the perpetual obsession of 
going on from-here.

The Doorman gropes around and finds 
the coat, and thén with ail the speed. 
he can, obtain from his old legs, ‘he 
hastens out of the hotel, donning the 
uniform, -of which he was so proud, be- 
fore he reaches fis abode.’ It is a 
wore, tired Doorman who -climbs the 
wooden stairs, but he gradually comes 
to life under the stimulus of cham- 








réle. It is a. good; sound story, un- 
folded with feeling and only marred by 
the poor  sgubtitles. These captions 
should never have been permitted to re- 
main on, the film at the time of presen- 
tation, as it is obvious to most persons 
that they are carelessly written, without 
the slightest. appreciation. for the at- 
mosphere of the narrative. 

The text contains-words ‘that are un- 
known in England, and to a certain ex- 
tent it modifies ‘the success of ‘the pic- 
torial effort, especially for those who 
know how the persons born within the 
sound of Bow Bells eliminate the aspi- 
rate:from its proper place and ‘stick it 
on where it doesn’t belong. 

Miss Talmadge is convincing as the 
popular music hall star of olden days, 
when seen on the stage and in her dress- 
ing room, where she is the recipient of 
numerous messages. and bouquets of 
flowers.

The complaint heard so frequently to- 
day is that there is in our national leg- 
islature a defciency of members of the 
highest standing and ability; that, in- 
stead of statesmen of the largest: compe- 
tence and highest attainments, there are 
tod many “politicians,” and persons of 

, ‘inferior and limited quailfications, prin- 
eipally interested in favoring schemes 
utged by groups of selfish men seeking 
governmental favors at the expense of 
the people, or concerned about some 
personal advantage, such as securing a 
Te-election. 

Others, members of the minority 
party, for example, seem to regard it 
as their special function to criticize the 
the party in power, which, of course, 
ig natural enough, and endeayor by 
means both fair and unfair to ém- 
barrass fits leaders, if there are any; 
impede or thwart their designs, damage 
the Administration as much as possible 
in the estimation of the people and so 
reduce its chances of receiving popular 
support at the polls. 

It must be admitted, we think, that 
tiiere are in the national legislature too 

‘many “‘politicians,’’ as the term is-fa- 
millarly used, and hot statesmen, who 
aré more inclined to favor measures 
Suggested and urged by groups, ‘‘blocs,”’ 
Minorities and supported by powerful 
extraneous influences, than to consider 


Teadily comply . with ‘the requests oF 
yield to the demands of organized: 
groups seeking to secure appropriations 
of the public funds or other resources 
of the nation for selfish or improper 
purposes, or, in the interest. of certain 
corporations, groups or localities. 

That such a ‘situation exists, it may 
be said, should not be regarded as any 


{thing unusual or surprising, of cause 


undue apprehension and disquietude, 
since experience has shown that such 
faults,’ such defects, such misconduct 
are. gen to be expected. of legisla~- 
tive bodies; thet being, as they are,, 
subject to many and diverse influences, 
it should occasion no surprise that they 
often proceed with insufficient delibera- 
tion to the enactment of ill-advised and 
even mischievous measures, Nor in the 
éxpenditure of the public funds is it 
Teasonable, one may say, to expect that 
they will. exhibit the prudence or ‘ex- 
ercise the restraint’ that ja scrupulous 
regard for the taxpayers would seém to 
dictate. 


Again, since the influences and forces 
opposed to ‘the general welfare are gen- 
erally mdére audacious and pertinacious 
than those wholly in ‘the public interest, 
it should. occasion no surprise that 
legislators not infrequently ytela to the 
former. Organized groups of determined 
men with selfish ends in view and well- 
paid agents to work for them can al- 
ways be counted én to be more active 
and effective in the furtherance of their 
schemes than those private citizens, 
small in number, who are. concerned 
wholly , with the prevention of legis- 
lation opposed to the public good. The 
few who have the time, the inclination 
and the energy to work steadily for the 
public, as opposed to special and private | In 
interests, often find it difficult, if not 
impossible, to compete successfully; with 
the agents of the groups seeking to 
secure privileges and favors at the 
expense of the people: 

The electorate, citizens generally, it is 
hardly necessary to say, know little or. 
nothing about the proceedings of Con- 
gress, or the means and methods em- 
ployed by the self-seeking groups and 
their agents to Induce legislators to ap- 
prove and enact their bills.- Indeed, not 
very’ many ‘citizens, we fancy, know the 
names of their Representatives in Con- 
gress. They, of course, do not read the 
Congressional Record, and not\much of 
the -néwspaper accounts of the daily dis- 
cussions in Congress. i 

How ‘‘to provide the means of enforc- 
ing accountability’’ and deepening the 


and. in all public officials, for that mat- 
ter, is a question that might profitably 


‘engage. the attention of citizens. 


It should not be expected that the 

répresentatives of the people, when they 
go to Washington, will at once ‘and 
completely divest themselves of the pet- 
tinesses.and sordidnesses of local party 
politics, or the habit of regarding impor- 
tant- questions and problems of public 
concern from the “machine” point of 
view. Yet it should seem as if men of 
even small mental capacity and limited 
outlook, when chosen to represent dis- 
tricts, States and the nation itself, 
might feel an impulse and make an 
effort to rise above the low and un- 
worthy plane of their wonted ways of 
thinking ahd acting ;.that they might ex- 
perience a certain expansion or elevation 
of’ spirit and consider how serious an 
obligation and how honorable a trust 
had been conferred upon them. 
To be commissioned to make laws for 
the people of the United States, with 
all that such a commission implics— 
this in itself might be expected to 
prompt in them a clear desire and eager- 
ness gto exhibit dilicxence and fidelity. 
And there are members of both houses 
of Congress of statesmanlike stature 
and attainments who are responsive to 
suggestions and receptive of influences 
of a higher and nobler sort, men of 
large experience and disciplined minis, 
who, conscious of the dignity and dis- 
tinction of ‘‘the representative trust,” 
are. sincerely desirous of giving to the 
great problems of Government and ques- 
tions of public policy thé serious con- 
sideration which they merit. 

That the citizens’ who constitute the 
electorate should choose certain of their 
fellow-citizens to make laws for them, 
entrust them with the power to provide 
by\ taxation means ror the conduct of 
the Government, in a word, with ‘‘the 
power of the purse,’’ and to discharge 
all the varied and important duties that 
devolve upon’ legislators of a great

In 
these days of feminine emancipation 
she also becomes a symbol of interna- 
tional importance.. Her stoly is remark- 
able, for by the very virtue of its sim- 
plicity and unprétentiousness the honor 
ypaid her Honors all womanhood. Ske 
was not a Mary Wollstonecraft nor a 
Florence Nightingale nor even a Lady 
Astor;.she “stood’’ neither for politfeal 
rights nor picturesquely héfoic servicé; 
it js. pretty certain that she néver ut- 
tered the word “reform,” and her in- 
terests were closely confined to those 
of one Man and several children. That 
mah, however, happened to be/one of 
the greatest scientists who ever lived— 
and live without her -he ‘could not. 

The name of Brnest_Renan is known 
, all the world over, but the name of 
Marcellin Berthelot, his lifelong inti- 
mate friend, is even more famous in_a 
more restricted eircle. It is the wife of 
Marcellin Berthelot of whom the fat 
guide whispers in hoarse tones that she 
is the only woman interred in the 
Panthéon. 

"Phat is her sole claimh-tod fame, She 
yas just the wife of Marcellin Berthéiot. 
How little this meant fh contemporary 
history” until the day 6f her death is 
bést illustrated by the following story: 
The incalculable debt the science of 
Ghemistry owed to Berthelét was offi- 
Cially recognized in 1901, when his sci- 
éntific jubilee was célebrated at the Uni- 
Versity of the Sorbonne with ‘that wn- 
Yivaled. splendor characteristic of public 
ceremonies in France. Not only his own 
compatriots, led by the ‘President of the 
republi¢, but his colleagues in every 
country in the world united to do him. 
honor. The Royal Society of Bngland 
and academies of every country in Eu- 
rope sent representatives to the cele- 
bration; fis admirers in the United 
States, led by Professor Chandler, con- 
tributéd a subscription to the memorial 
presented to him. - 

The évent ‘was chronicled in & presen- 
. tation volume, containing reports of all 
the spééches made on the occasion, as 
well as several photographs of the mas- 
ter in his various laboratories ahd in his 
study. Neither in the speeches nor in 
any of the photographs is there a single 
. referehce to Mme. Berthelot. * , 

A Portrait of Mme. Berthelot, 


An 1ntimaté portrait of her has, how- 
ever, been preserved for us, and. its 
authors are themselves of immortal 
fame. ‘They were the twin fathers of 
modern French literature, the brothers 
de Goncourt, and in their joint master- 
piece, the “Journal,” she is thus: de- 
scribed: 


“Mmé. Berthelot, a singular, inde- 
scribable beauty; an. intelligent, pro- 
found, magnetic beauty ; a beauty of the 
soul and of .the.mind, similar to thosé 
other world creatures of Poe. Her hair 
in broad bands, with almost the ap- 
pearance of a nimbus; a calm, rounded 
forehead, great eyes full of light in 
their ringed shadow; a rather flat body, | 
clothed in the robe of a thin seraphim. 
And the musical voice of a youth, and 
a eértain disdain in her politenéss, and 
the amfability of a supérior woman. A 
child, her eldest, came to sit quite close 
to her, beatiful as a child miade in 
heaven.” 

That is'‘all, but is it not enough? A 
mere skgtch, but with the vitality of a 
full length portrait..Who cannot visualize 
pression of tho8é great eyes ‘full of 
light, and the pride of a woman certain 
of herself which revealed itself so com- 
plétely in that father reserved aml- 
ability? Ae 

In order fully to appreciate her ser- 
vice to humanity, one must remembér 
that Berthelot was considered the great- 
tst all-around man of science France 
had produced since: Lavoisier.’ That his 
magnificent achievement was’ entirely 
due to the perfection of their relatior- 
ship hé admitted by a tridtite hd man 
could surpass, He- preferred déath by 
her side to life without her.

Afte> M. Briand had pronounced the 
last words, thé coffins were placed by 
the guards on an. énormous Catafalqte 
which had beefi erécted in front of the 
main entrance to the Panthéon. Rodin 
“‘Penseur,” which at that time still stood 
there, Had been draped with black crepé 
with that ‘truly French thoroughnéss 
which makes the less sefious Angld- 
Saxon smile within, even at the most 
solemn moments. The President and the 
representative officials stood to the right 
of them and the members of ‘the family 
and intimate tMends to the left: Trum- 
pets were blown, drums beaten and a 
full military march-past accorded the 
final hohors.

STORY OF FRENCH LOANS AS REVEALED. BY RE 


By B. L. DUFFUS. 
ID we pay all of “‘our debt to 
Lafayette ?’’ This question, 
which was long of ‘importance 


only to historians, took on a 


new interest the other day with 


“the three-cornered -debate of Deputy 


-Zouls Marin of the French Chamber, 


®enator Bruce of Maryland and Senator 


} Borah of /Idaho. 
According to Deputy Marin and Sena- 
ter Bruce, France made large gifts to 


the Colonies. éuring the blackest days | 


of the Revolutionary War, for which. no 
Feturn was eyer expected or received. 
According to Senator Borah, the French 
loans and ‘‘gifts’’ were repaid in full, 
‘with interest. 

The facts brought to light in this con- 
troversy touch upon one of the most 
thrilling ¢pisodes in American history, 
fncidentally introducing that wise and 
Picturesque statesman Benjamin Frank- 
lin. ‘For the story of the relations be- 
tween the United States and France 
during the Revolutionary War is really 
the story of Benjamin Franklin. 

The whole transaction is recorded in 
Wranklin’s -letters. and diaries. From 
these records, with the Jater records of 

-the Treasury Department, it is apparent 
that though the United States funded 
and paid back all the sums gctually 
“leaned by France there were “free 
gifts,’’ amounting to about $2,000,000, 
from the French King which have never 


been returned. For these gifts Frank- 
lin expresses his gratitude over-qnd over 


again in the warmest terms.

what took place. Franklin was appointed 


One of the three American Commission- 
irs to negotiate a treaty with France, 





ceéded in persuading King Louis XVI. 
to grant funds. A Frénch ‘comment of 
1777 describes him as ‘‘the pet of Mme. 
de Maurepas,”” whose husband was then 
very. close to the King. As the King 
was not then ready to aid the Americans 
— and so incur the immediate em 
mity .of Great Britain, an elaborate 
scheme was concocted by which the 
money was advanced through the house 
of “Rodrique Hortalez and Company,’’ 
organized, in reality, by Beaumarchais. 

The so-called '“‘gift of Béaumarchais” 
becamé an object of discussion and con- 
troversy many years later, when Caron’s 
heirs demanded payment. The repay- 
ment, was made in 1835. According to 
the best authorities on the. subject, the. 
Beaumarchais family received about 
$250,000 more than was even nominally 
due them. “§ 

, Benjamin Franklin at Paris. , 

It seems to have been -this episode 
which led Senator Borah and others .to 
believe that the. entire “gift’’ of France 
had been repaid. But this, as will be 
seen, was not true. : 

Franklin, on arriving in France, settled 
down at Passy, near Paris, and began 
the delicate task of establishing an’ un- 
derstanding with Versailles. From the 
first he had influential friends, includ- 
ing the young Marquis de Lafayette, but 
it was not until news of the Battle of 
Saratoga reached Paris that the King 
was ready\to risk recognition. . Mean- 
while Lafayette had slipped eway to 
America, desvite two royal ‘Lettres de 
et ee eee ore 
heels. 

Burgoyne suietntidcek at Saratoga on 
Qct. 17, 1777, to. Franklin’s old» friend, 
Genefal-Gates. . Franklin got the news 
on Dec, 4, and on Dec. 17 received word 
that the King had decided to recognize 
the new United States. The treaty of 
alliance was‘ signed, though not made 
public, .on Feb. 6, 1778, and\on Feb. 2t 
Franklin wrote: “The King has treated

Likewise, and in a like credible man- 
mer, has the ifauguration of Miriam 
Ferguson as the first woman Governor 
of thé State become a matter of record. 
Her inauguration, however, was not one 

| that was marked by any striking degree 
, of Hendefsonian simplicity. Far from it. 
“Ma"’ Ferguson may be, and in reality 
, she is, an entirely unostentatious and 
unassuming woman; t, in so far as 
everything’ pertaining to her inaugura- 
tion was concerned—well, that ceremony 
was ‘‘anything else but.” It was just as 
' @ernate, just as impressive and just as 
| elaborate an affair as the spectacular

HE reported arrest of 

‘Radich, the Croatién jant 
leader, is the Most récent act in 
‘In the long duel that has been go- 
‘ ing on in the Kingdom. of the 
Serbs, Croats, and Slovenes, commonly 
known as Yugoslavia, to determine the 
form of government undér which the 
country shall be permanently ruled. We 
hear of the great issues of ceNtralization 
and decentralization, of liberty .and 
oppression, of constitutional. rights and 
wrongs, but each. tine these- principles 
return to the two. personalities who 
dominate the political life of the king- 
dom, Nikola Pashich, the Grand Old 
Man of the Balkans, and Stefan Radich, 

the agitator and orator of Zagreb, ~ 
The duel between these men has gone 
on éver since the ending of. the World 





Southern Slavs, and it shows no signs 
of ending. ‘Back of|Pashich, the present 
Premier, are the Serbs, the tough, vali- 
ant mountaineers whose bravery and 
heroism won the hearts ‘of ‘the, civilized 
world @s they held. off the superior 
forces of the Central Powers and then 
made their way across. the mountains of 
Albania in their ever-memiorable retreat. 
The aged King Peter, carried at the 
head of hig troops, and the young re- 
gent, the present King Alexander, both 
showed their kinship with their heroic 
people, and by sharing the fate of their 
subjects they gained a support among 
them which few of the other hei 
rulers were able to win. 

Furthermore, ‘to understand the feel- 
ings of the Serbs, we must remember. 
that they are one of the few. peoples 
who won for themselves their independ- 
ence. I® was not as a result of fine 
phrases. and: high ideals, but as the re~ 
sult of desperate struggles against over- 
“whelming odds that the. early Serbs 
under Karageorge. cleared their country 
of the Turks and: thatthe later rulers:

It is this necessity for constant sus- 
picion, this unceasing watchfulness, that 
must be appreciated if we would under- 
stand the policy of Pashich. His long 
and adventurous life has witnessed 
many changes in the country. He has 
seen the gradual emancipation of his 
people, the destruction of the last traces 
of Turkish control; he has endeavored to 
secure -@ seacoast for his people and has 
seen the Great Powers ruthlessly, and 
shamelessly thwart his efforts and re- 
fuse to carry out the policies-and agree- 
ments which ‘they had .made. For 
sixty years he has Witnessed all the 
tangled processes of European diplom- 
acy and has played 4 prominent. and 
dangerous part -in this fascinating 
struggle where death Was the price of 
error and hatred was the lot won by 
the mian who succeeded too well. 

Now he still sits in Belgrade as. the 
Premier of the wnhitéd country. A 
grave patriarchal figure, he bears a 
striking resemblance to the slate Pro- 
fessor Basil Gildersleeve of Johns Hop- 
kins University, the great American 
classical scholar, Like: him, Pashich 
still preserves, the fire and the energy 
of youth at an advanced age. As you 
talk th” Pashich today you do “not, 
feel thkt you are talking to a mah 
on the edge of the grave, but.to one who 
is eternally young. His. mind is turned 
tothe future. He is thinking of the 
problems “of tHe future and he ‘Has no 
time to lament the passing of time.

Without any shaving of principal ‘was 
an innovation in corporate finance, Nat- 
urally, there were many. persons who. 
paid that it couldn’t be done. But Mr. 
Gifford. went ahead and presently 
turned in the $90,000,000. ‘Not long 
afterward he was promoted to Executive 
Vice President. The world of: ¢com- 
mitinication has expected for some. time 
that he would be called upon to under- 
take the Presidency, the biggest job of 
its kind.

There is an 
‘incinerating plant on Fifty-sixth Street, 
near Bleventh Avenue, which: handles 
y much of the garbage collected from.the 
region = between: Fourteenth} and 110th 
Streets, from Sixth Avenue 'to the North 
River. 

The east side, between Fifty-ninth and 
110th Streets, is also partially served 
By incinerators. There are three smaller 
incinerators in Brooklyn. A large in- 
cinerating plant, being built near 140th 
Street and the Harlem River, to serve 

upper Manhattan and the lower part of 
the Bronx, will be in operation in the 
Spring.

According to some sanitary engineers 
the city has failed to organize its sys- 
tem of refuse collection and disposal 
along modern scientific lines to har- 
monize with a\comprehensive plan of de- 
velopment.

ESS than fifty miles north of New 
York City, on top of -a hill near 
Rear Mountain, stands a little house. 

From its doorstep- you look off to the 
south, over thirty miles of snow-covered 
hills, and see the gleam of the Hudson 
«below ; and you look off to the north and 
zee the crests of.the Catskills..The name 
_ Of the little house is St.. Christopher's 
Inn. In the last fifteen years fully 
. 15,000 tattered, footsore, hungry and 
» penniless wanderers who came tramping 
along tue road have been fed and given

Around and above the little house are 
larger buildings. Along the paths that 
join them walk priests in brown robes, 
girdled ‘with white cords, and wearing 
sandals.

This eclipse was a beautiful iNystration 
of that. How many people were there 
among the many millions watching the 
eclipse, having individually and ‘collec- 


ing to make. observing conditions, as 
nearly ideal as possible~how ‘many were 
there among these who really doubted 
the prophesies of the astronomers? The 
most convincing proof is perhaps that 
the New York Stock Exchange and the 
Curb Market announced beforshand that 
they would not open untiklater that day 
—the first time in. history that such a 
thing has happened. For one day. as- 
tronomy. and science were all-important, 
“overshadowing everything else in the 
world and on the front pages of the 
newspapers. we 
Decreasing Margin of Error. 
Astronomy has never yet fallen down 
on any prediction. This dees not mean 
| that we pretend to know it all, Not ‘by 
any means. Astronomy is advancing at

The 
average taken over several stations in- 
dicates that the eclipse’ came between 
three and four seconds behind time, 
whereas the prediction allowed an error 
of five seconds.. Although it is perhaps 
a ttle premature to make such a bold 
statement; we might almoget predict that 
this will not happen again. At the next 
eclipse we shall use the numerous ob- 
gervations of the moon’s position, motion 
and size, obtained during this eclipse, 
and get a better prediction, allowing 
perhaps not more than haéf a mile and 
two Beconds of uncertainty. 

Looking back on the observations se- 
cured during this eclipse, and trying to 
review their importance and their bear- 
ing on cruciat points in some of our 
theories, we must begin by dividing 
them into different groups. 

First of all, there are the photographs 
taken with the hope of proving.or dis- 
| .provigg Einstein’s theory. It is not very

, Hoover in feeding the children of Europe 

during the war and post-war period and 

“whe shares Hoover’s interests in engineer- 

‘ing and scientific advancement. Profes- 

| sor Taylor takes a more optimistic view 

| ef the food situation thdn is held. by 
other experts who contributed to the 
6ymposium. His program for feeding the 
estimated population in the year 1980 
will. be outlined presently. Yet Pro- 
fessor Taylor estimates that only about 
one-third of the 300 million acres fitted, 
Scoording to the census, to be brought 
into use for crops could be: used for 
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Professor Don D, Lescohier of the Uni- 


. gation, he 
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lands. Continued plowing of such lands 
would seriously disturb our system of 
crop rotation and soon reduce the yield. 

Both Argentina and Australia have 
undependable . climates “with frequent 
droughts.” Crop ‘failures’ and shortages 
are more common there than in the 
north temperate zone. Irrigation, . dry. 
farming and the adoption of new. varie- 
ties will increase their acreage, Profes- 
sor Lescohier .concedes, but their total 
capacity ‘for food production will not 
support dense populations in those coun- 
tries even. if they discontinue all food 
éxports. / ; 
Food Possibilities. 


Development of -agriculture ‘in the 
tropics is another possibility. Porto 
Rico’s progress since Dr. Bailey K. Ash- 
ford and his associates stamped out the 
hookworm is encouraging. “When “we 
eliminate illiteracf¥, malaria, yellow 
fever, hookworm and similar conditions 
from the life of tropical populations we 
may set loose possibilities of agricultural 
output beyond our present expectations.’’ 
Professor. Lescohieer says: ‘‘There is 
good -soll in the tropics but the expenses 
of reclamation of much of this soil will 
prevent it from being farmed until food 
prices are much higher than at. present.’’ 
He is rather pessimistic: about agri- 
cultural efficiency in lands such .as 
Egypt, where the féllah would rather 
catry dirt ‘in a basket than in a wheel- 
barrow: because “Grandfather Frog, a 
thousand times removed,’ did it that 
way-and where everything that comes 
is because Allah willed it thus. 

There remains the possibility of get- 
ting more out of the lands already un- 
der cultivation. Farming is conceded to 
be inefficient and there is no doubt that 
introduction of modern methods will 
@ great increase in the yield, just as 
introduction of business methods -will 
make the farmer’s net return greater. 
Professor Lescohier thinks that the pos- 
sibilities in this direction are over- 
estimated, however. He notes that the 
growing of alfalfa. in semi-arid grazing 
lands has made possible the fattening of 
seven steers where one barely existed 
before; that intensive potato cultivation 
in New Jersey increased output to more 
than three times our national production 
average, in Colorado over five times; 
that a Kansas farm which had been 
cropped with wheat for twenty-six con- 
secutive years raised 53 bushels to the 
acre in 1920 and 47 bushels in 1921, or 
more than three times the average out- 
put of this country. . But, says this Wis- 
consin professor, it is just as reasonable 
to assume that every business man is a 
John Wanamaker, every railroad man 
a Jim Hill, or every steel worker a 
Carnegie as to assume that like results 
can be obtained by every farmer. “‘Ex- 
ceptional..soil farmed by an exceptional 
farmer ‘is no criterion to what can be 
done “by the average man—even though 
he be faced with the same opportuni- 
ties.’’ 

What has been done over large areas 
farmed with exceptional average effi- 
ciency’ is a better test-in the opinion of 
Professor Lescohier. Four European 
countries, taken collectively, _ produce 
about 41. per cent. more bushels per acre 
of seven important crops than dees the 
United States. Just before the war the 
average yield of wheat in Belgium was 
37 bushels per acre; in the United King- 
dom, 32.4 bushels;’in* Germany, 31.7) 
while in the United States it was only 
14.3 bushela, 

The United States Department of Agri- 
éulture analyzed those crop figures and 
found that there w4s 4 joker in the in- 
Lcreased yield. ‘The yield per unit of 
labor is much smaller than in the United 
States,” the department explaina. 
agriculturally employed 
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that future generations will. be able. to 
preduce all food they need if they can 
pay the price."’ 

Professor Alonzo Taylor has worked 
out a program whereby the United 
States will be enabled to care for a 
population of 175,000,000. in. 1980, which 
is the -figure estimated by Pearl .and 
accépted by other statisticians as ‘our 
probable population fifty-five years 
hence. .Taylor allowed a gross food sup- 
ply of 3,500. calories per person per day, 
which he said was luxuriously adequate 
to cover the needs and even provided 
500 or 600 calories a day for waste, 
though he thought food would be too 
costly to waste by that time. The pro- 
posed diet. allows the same amount of 
milk,’ sugar, cereals, fruits and vege- 
tables as at present; a slight increase 
in vegetal oils and a somewhat. lower 
meat allowance, though provision is 
made for the same meat’ ration as that 
of Germany and the United Kingdom be- 
fore the. war. ‘The diet is reasonable 
in the light of previous custom and from 
the standpoint of the -science of nutri- 
'tion,”” its sponsor claims. “Properly 
conserved and distributed, it will be 
fully adequate to sustain growth, main- 
tenance and physical work without de- 
ficiency. diseases in a population whose 
longevity will have been increased 
through control of bacterial and indus- 
trial diseases.”’ 

Enough Food Now for. 185,000,000. 
How can this supply be obtained from 
e soil of the United States? By. dis- 

continuing exports of foodstuffs we can 
feed 135 million with our present prod- 
uce, Professor Taylor asserts, An in- 
crease of the yield per acre rather than 
of acreage will take care of the wheat 
required for'a population of 175 million. 
For the 160 million bushels of corn and 
the 80 million bushels of other cereals 
in the diet of 175 million people in 1980 
it will be necessary to increase the acre- 
age of these grains at present used for 
food, but that can easily be taken care 
of out of the acreage devoted to raising 
foodstuffs. Professor Taylor anticipates 
no difficulty in raising sufficient beet 
sugar, fruits and vegetables. : 

Milk may be obtained by increasing the 
milk secretion per cow. per year over the 
next fifty years, Professor Taylor-sug- 
gests. It should be 6,000 pounds a year 
instead of the present 4,100 pounds by 
the time the 175 million throats call for 
milk. ‘Meat cattle are highly inefficient 
as food producers. Professor Taylor 
looks to baby beef to ease up the food 
situation. Its cost of production in terms 
of nutrients is notably lower than in the 
case of two and three year old steers. 
Fitty years hence the census head of 
cattle should produce 130 pounds of meat 
@ year instead of 110 pounds, as at pres- 
ent. Sixty-eight million cattle, the nim- 
ber now being raised, would then pro- 
vide fifty pounds of beef and veal per 
person per year fora population of 175 
million. 

Hog raising 1s inefficient in two direc- 
tions in thé opinion of Professor Taylor. 
Hogs are selected and fed too much for 
lard rather than for meat.. Vegetal lard 
substitutes are of identical value and 
emphasis may be transferreti,to the rais- 
ing of hog meat. The other ‘ improve- 




















present per capita consumption of lum- 
ber and paper and a population of 175 
million,* in 1980 our. entire land-area 
would need- to be’ déveted. to forest 
growth, at, normal rate of forest growth, 
in. order to meet these. fequiremenits.

“One does not see 
how we can raise the primary foods, 
domesticated animals, lumber, papér and 
fibres. on our land. But it is not 
primarily the standard: of dietary that 
makes the pressure; it is instedd the 
standards of our social and industrial 
living that makes the pressure. Food is 
indeed a lesser problem than coal, iron 
and other metals.’’ f

Every time he did it Mr, Billikopf could 
see théy hurt the employer. He knew 
they were far moré of ‘an irritant than 
an accurate description of the situation, 
and he said as much. The union speak- 
er, after some friendly discussion, 
agreed. What he had meant was not 
exploitation, but management; not. ulti- 
matum, but an understanding; not de- 
mand, but suggestion. 

Much Ado About Mttle. ; 

That smoothed the troubled waters. 
But when the manufacturer’ talked 
there was still disturbance in the atmos- 
phere. Mr. Billikopf reduced the pres- 
sure by a word here and a word there. 
It was plain to him that both sides 
were in the wrong. ‘The employer had 
no right, under the terms of the agree-

Ceremony for the Student. . a 


Of the tens of thousands of American 
citizens who visit the Library of Con- 
gress every year only a few -enter an 
inconspicuous little’ room on the second 
floor. Those who do are faced with 
elaborate cerenmiony. The visitor ig con- 
ducted to an imposing ledger ‘where he 
records his name, his university, his ad- 
dress and the subject in which he is 
interested. It is not.-a place for the 
Casual reader: but for the student who 
wishes to delve into the mysteries of 
Original documents, many of them un- 
published. 

Supposing you intended to write a life 
of George Washington! You would want 
no better workshop. Here you would find 
his early diaries, his copy books, masses 
of correspondence in his own handwrit- 
ing and letters written to him by famous 
Revolutionary leaders. Here-also is de- 
posited his commission as Commander- 
in-Chief of the Continental Army. 

After a visitor has recorded the re- 
quired facts about himself he is con- 
ducted to a desk that is under the con- 
stant scrutiny of attémdants. Then he 
may call for the manuscripts he desires. 
An official picks out a key from a mys- 
terious array, leaves the room for a few 
minutes and presently returns with a 
large volume in» which the manuscripts 
are preserved. -When~the-. volume is 
opened there may be disclosed the yel- 
lowed paper of more than 4 century ago 
and the handwriting of some ojd Colonial 
leader. It .is all very impressive, 

A Valuable Washington Letter. 

One of the most valuable of the Wash- 
ington Tetters is one written: to Lewis 
Nicola, Colonel of a Continéntal :regi- 
wment, who had.'suggested that a mon- 
archy be’ set up with Washington as 
king. That was in a day when kings 
were viewed with less suspicion’ than 
they are now.’ But Washington repHed 
With characteristic vigor. - His letter is 
dated May 22, 1782. It reada’: 


* * © Be assured, sir, 86. occur- 
rence in the course. of: the war has 
given me more painful sensation: than 
your informiation of there. being such 
idéas existing in the army aa ‘you have .

One of the most pathetic series of docu- 
ments deals with the capture of John 
André, the British officer implicated in 
the treason of Benedict Arnold. On Oct. 
I, 1780, André himself wrote to Washing- 
‘ton as follows: 

* * * Sympathy toward a- soldier 
will surely Induce your Excellency and 
a military tribunal t6 adapt the mode 
of my death to thé feelings of a man 
of: honor: ‘Let .me hope, sir, if aught 
in* my character impresses’ you with’ 
esteem toward me, if aught in my mis- 
fortunes marks me as a victim of pol- 
icy and not of resentment, I «shall 
experience the operation of these feel- 
ings in ‘your: breast by being informed 
that I am not to die on a gibbet. * * * 
Washington did not reply to the letter. 

André was hanged the next day. 

John Marshall is known as one of the 
greatest jurists in American history. An 
interesting document bearing on his ca- 
reer is a letter from John Adams to 
Timothy Pickering, Secretary of State. 
It is dated “‘Quincy, Sept. 13, 1798.’" Con- 
cerning the appointment of a new mem- 
ber of the Supreme Court, Adams said: 


I.am ready to appoint either John

MERICA eats up its income. What 

people put into their mouths, in- 

cluding tobacco, . represents more 
money than -.all other expenditures at 
retail stores combined. Ten years ago. 
one-fifth of one’s income was deemed 
sufficient for food. But the figure has 
now risen to 27 per cent. And. most 
families, says Mrs. Christine Frederick; 
founder of the Applecroft House Experi- 
ment Station at.Greenlawn, L: 1, spend 
frém 35 to 40 per cent. of their income 
on food. Mrs. Frederick has sur eyed 
the changed American budget, for the 
American Academy of Political and So- 
cial Science. 


The bill for the entire nation at re- 
tail food\ stores in. 1909 was $4,000,000,- 
000, as calculated by Dr. Paul H. Nys- 
trom, head of the Retail Research Asso- 
ciation. In 1921 this was doubled .and 
is almost doubled again today.. Of the 
total .national income of $68,000,000,000, 
estimated for 1924, according ‘to his_fig- 
ures, almost half goes to retail stores; 
and of this $35,000,000,000, $15,000,000,- 
000 goes to food stores, $1,700,000,000 to 
tobacco shops and $1,500,000,000 to-deal- 
ers in candy and soft drinks. 

Almost $8,000,000,000 ‘is spent in cloth- 
‘ling stores, $3,500,000,000 on automobiles, 
$1,300,000,000 in furniture and housefur- 
nishing stores and $1,000,000,000. in .jew- 
elry aud music shops. 

Americanfs eat more in wnlectsis than 
most othér peoples. Alonzo E: Tuylor, 
food expert, puts the Américan calories 
mverage at’3,650.to 3,900 a day..

Rallroad men therefore consider that 
the entire country owes homage to “Fa- 
ther” Coffin. He was interested chiefly, 
though, «in conserving the lives of rail-- 
road’ mén, and thousands. have been 
saved from death or permanent injury 
by adoption of the appliances he advo~ 
cated. 


While experts were developing. ‘the 
rideas he ..launched, “‘Father’’ Coffin 
turned to thé curse of..railroad men— 
their propensity for drink. He had seen’ 
many of them become drifters on that 
account, and he knew of enginters who 
thought. nothing .of taking their bottles 
into: the cab as, they started on a run, 
Long before national prohibition. was 
agitated or the rule was established for- 
wiading the use of intoxicants to rail<! 
road men, ‘‘Father” Coffin started the 
Railroad Temperance Association. He 
distributed $5,000 worth of buttons, 
bought with his own money, and secured 
the pledges of 250,000 railroad employes. 
Later he founded the Home for Aged 
and Disabled Railroad Men at Highland 
Park, near Chicago, and on a corner 
of his own farm at his own expense he 
established the third ‘‘Hope Hall” for 
the rehabilitation of ex-convicts.

CESTION—I would like to know if 
an Edison alkaline battery is 
; tested with a hydrometer. I have 
no way of telling if the battery is in a 
discharged condition.—_W. N. B. Answer

It is. based on the fact 
that radio waves that are much shorter 
than those ordinarily used for broad- 
casting seem'to possess unusual ° pene- 
trating power. A short-wave ‘station, 
eperated in conjunction with the.
